17. (new) A method for engaging a golf club head cover with a golf club, comprising: 
forming the head cover with an upper portion configured to receive a head of the golf club 

and a lower portion configured to surround a shaft of the golf dub; 

establishing at least one elongated slit in the lower portion, the slit being manually movable 
to an open configuration, wherein at least one pair of opposed edges of the slit are distanced from 
each other such that the golf club can be received into and removed from the head cover, the slit 
being movable to a closed configuration, wherein the edges are held together, 

moving the slit to the open configuration; 

engaging the head cover with the club; 

moving the slit to the closed configuration; and 

using at least first and second magnetic assemblies mounted in the head cover to attract each 
other to hold the edges together and theieby establish the closed configuration. 
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
